In maintaining our dollar as near as possible to 
gold parity, our Government is helping the United 
States to maintain its tariff against Canadian goods 
That may be satisfactory to President Hoover. It 
is no doubt satisfactory to our competitors whose 
products are “flowing” into the United States. 

Ottawa should explain how Canada is benefitted 
in thus giving Australian and Argentine products 
a preference in the United States against Canadian 
products. 


THE NATIONAL SHOWS A GAIN 

The Canedian Nationa! Railways system has 
giver its critics something to think about. It is not 
the hopeless, telpless, down-and-out misca/culation 
that it is now the fashion in some quarters to 
represent it to be, 

During 1922 the National system met its operat- 
ing expenses und had nearly ten million dollars left 
to apply on interest account. The improvement was 
more than two and a half million dollars, compared 
with 1931.

It is unfortunately true. that this improvement 
was not brought about by increase of business but 
by the curtailmént of expenditure, involving the 
laying off of men and the reduction of wayses. But 
other railways have been balancing their budgets 
by precisely the same process of attrition. The 
National at least has something to show for the 
slashing that has been done. 

The raliways will never regain prosperity simply 
by sleshing expenditure in an attempt to keep pace 
with falling business. That at best is only a tem- 
porary expedient to meet emergent conditions. The 
National, these figures show, has trimmed its sails 
and is successfully riding out the depression.

The Cunard Company, in the depressed condition 
of Atlantic travel, has decided it is cheaper to let 
her lie on the stocks than to finish and operate the 
great vessel. 

The plight of the workless mechanics recalls the 
occasion at Southamption when the great Maure- 
tania was towed from that port to Cherbourg for 
repairs, to the dismay of the Southamption dock 
workers. Capt. Sir Arthur H. Rostron, commodore 
of the Cunard fleet till his retirement a few years 
ago, tells the story in his book “Home from the 
Sea.” 

The Mauretania had been laid up at Southamp- 
ton for engine repairs. The covers of the turbines, 
weighing fifteen tons each, had been lifted for re- 
blading when the workmen struck. The ship was 
helpless. It looked as though the workmen had the 
whip hand. 

One day five Dutch tugs arrived in Southampton 
water. The news went round that they had come 
to tow the great ship to Cherbourg for repairs, It 
was received with laughter. It was not believed 
that they could tow the great ship across.

Next day the laughter turned to consternation 
az the tugs put their lines aboard and the great 
Cunerder moved away. The men at once made 
overtures for settlement. 

That was only the start of a sca adventure. A 
storm came up and to prevent the great ship, which 
was light and had parts of her engines loosened, 
from rolling around, the tugs were wirelessed to 
keep her head to the seas. For hours she drifted 
astern, dragging the tugs with her, till she was 
within two miles of the rocks of Cape Barfleur. A 
wireless message for help could not be sent because 
another vessel was sending out SOS calls for help 
from the Casquet rocks near by. Capt. Rostron 
was counting on the change of the tide, managed 
to edge his vessel from the rocks.

Capt. Rostron was in command of the new 
Alaunia at Montreal) when the wer broke out. 
There were two German cruisers off Newloundland 
at the time. He passed through the Gulf of St 
Lawrence at full speed in fog and was in floe ice 
off Cape Race when he sighted an enemy cruiser 
ahead. Without a word to alarm the passengers 
he hed the ship turned away from the cruiser and 
rang twice to the engine room for more speed. This 
brought the chief engineer to the bridge with a sar- 
castic enquiry as to ite meaning when the vessel 
was going full speed.

Lunch—*Creamed 
spinach; Cooked celery; Salad of cold sliced beets 
on lettuce. Dinner: Baked white fish; Baked toma- 
toes; Cooked lettuce; Salad of raw cabbage and 
parsley; Prune whip:

Lunch; Raw apples, as desired, with handful of 
pecans or almonds.

SATURDAY - Breakfast: Broiled ham; Crisp 
waffle; Stewed peaches. Lunch: Lima beans; Baked 
ground beets; Celery. Dinner: Broiled lamb chops; 
Buttered carrots and peas; Pineapple and cabbage 
salad; Ice cream. 

*“CREAMED SPINACH: Wash about a half peck 
of fresh spinach under running water until all grit 
is removed. Cook without water (except that which 
clings to the leaves) for about ten minutes, during 
which time prepare a sauce a: follows: Blend with 
a fork 1% tablespoonfuls of browned flour into 
one tablespoonful of butter. Place over a low 
flame and stir in 1% cupfuls of thin cream, either 
fresh or evaporated. Cook to the desired con- 
sistency and add the chopped whites of four hard- 
boiled eggs. Turn spinach into hot serving dish, 
cover with sauce, and press the egg yolks through 
a coarse sieve over top.

ANSWER: Persimmons consist of 9-10% minera! 
matter, 15 to 25°% sugar, 8-10% protein and 7-10% 
fat. Flaxseed consists principally of fat, contain- 
ing 33%. It also contains 22% protein, 28% car- 
bohydrate and 4% mineral matter. It is used prin- 
cipally for medicinal purposes because of its 
mucilaginous quality. When used in food, its pur- 
pose is to give a laxative effect 

QUESTION: J. D. writes: “Please explain to me 
the “setting-up” exercises and what time of day 
and how often they should be taken.” 

ANSWER: The “setting-up” exercises are those 
taken while lying down. The exercises should be 
taken both night and morning, slowly at first, do- 
ing each one two or three times and increasing as 
you are able.
